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The image sources for my recent works are the bunkers which 
were made during WW II by the German Army. These buildings 
were the border line control of their frontier at the time. 

Now a half century later, these bunkers are eroded by nature. 
Eventually they will disappear from the landscape. 

Borders have kept us safe in many cases, although border lines 
have caused many misunderstandings. 

Boundaries change constantly due to both artificial and natural 
forces. 

The focus of my work ts on the ever changing relationships be- 
tween nature and the man-made.
